A listing of the evidence 
relied on (e.g., patents, publications, admitted prior art), 
and, in the case of nonpatent references, the relevant page 
or pages. 

It is noted that the Examiner's Answer mailed May 8, 2006 does not contain 
a "Related Appeals and Interferences" section. In addition, while page 4 of 
the Answer states that "[n]o evidence is relied upon by the examiner in the 
rejection of the claims under appeal" ["Evidence Relied Upon"], the claim 
rejection is listed as follows: 
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1. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatent- 
able over WO 95/14971 issued to Desnoyers in view of EP 0851624 issued 
to Uota. 

Correction is required. 
Accordingly, it is 

ORDERED that the application is returned to the Examiner: 
1) for submission of a revised Examiner's Answer which corrects the 
"Related Appeals and Interferences" and "Evidence Relied Upon" sections;
